St. Pierre lias lieen strongly fortified. Il is now 
a formidable naval station, with a Mrong. squad- 
ron attached able to command the Gulf af St. 
Liwtence, and control the trade of that rivar and 
the intercourse af all the British North Ameri- 
can colonies. Would our reader? Iielieve that, 
some three or four years ago, lands Napoleon had

The outrages in the main consisted of taking 
whatever thev desired from persons whom they 
frtind unarmed or unable for lack of numlwrs to 
resist suiieasfiillv by force, tearing down fences 
and turning their ponie* into gardens and de- 
stroying them entirely, aud in some cases shoot- 
ing at whiles, old one or two are known to have 
lieen killed bv t be Indians. The chiefs thought 
it very bod to hold them accountable for the bad 
acts of their own and four other nation, now in 
this vicinity, namely. Cayennes, Kiowa*. Apa- 
ches, snd Camanche!i; hut as far as their own men 
were concerned they would hold them re*ponsi- 
ble for anv injury ik'me the whites. 

An ert'o'rt was made to pass a resolution to drive 
them from the country if they did not leave with- 
in three .lays. More moderate counsel*, however, 
prevailed, and the trouble will, no doubt, he 
peaceably arranged.

of working. The water and cial for the engines 
are to he carried by the trains out to the vatiou- 
stations. So they are like commissariat animals 
in a liarren country w hich have tn carry their 
ow n fodder ami diminish the public burden*. 

The stations are helpless, hot, oven-like erec- 
tions generally ekeil out by old Crimean wisslen 
huts, w ithin t he shade of which may Is- seen •!! 
undoubted Knglishm.m. smoking hi* pipe. At the 
twelfth -latino we BMatoj the train ended iu the 
desert here; hut at lung interval-, for miles in ad- 
vance, w e could see tlio encampments of Arabs, 
who for tlie time had licconie navvies, and were 
engaged in pi king, burrowing, and blasting 
through the n eks a way for the iron horse. In a 
long wisslen -lied— the center of agronpof tents- 
were I iid mil long tallies, covered with hot joints 
nf recondite animals, impicr in. u lie chickens, and 
lignite vegetal. les. This was our dinner — it had 
come all the way from Cairo — -so had the wine, 
the leer. :md spirits. If manna and quails wen- 
at all eatable, we hud envied the food of the Isra- 
elites.

I Admiral had landed, or was going to land, a de- 
j tachment of marine* to iwcupy the fort of Castel- 
| la mare during the evacuation. The sensation 
I produced at Pari* in isditical circles bv this report 
was pnaligious. France was already morbidly 
jealous of Kngland in relation to K.ngland s sup- 
posed yearnings after a protectorate over Sicily, i 
and this news, therefore, fell like a thunderliolt 
on their heads. Nothing else was talked of till | 
the report was contradicted, and during that time 
the conclusion was arrived at that a war with 
F.ngland wa* inevitable. It is said here that the 
rmglish (Mcupation was really decided on, and 
would hav* taken place hut fur the prompt action 
of the French Admiral Zehenne, who not onlv en- 
ergetically protested, but who declared that if the 
landing t<« k place he also would laud the same 
number of French marines. Hut the lainling did 
not take place, and there is reason b> lieliev e that 
this incident has not troubled the gnat relations 
existing between the two governments. 

The friends of the Italian cause have had their 
minds put at r»st in reganl to foreign interven- 
tion between tiarihaldi and the Kings govern- 
ment. It doe* not seem likely that any interven- 
tion will take place. An agent of the King. Mr. 
Martino, has leen here, and is now in London, 
seeking aid for his tottering government, but he 
has receiv ed a "cold shoulder" ls>th here and in 
1/iudoii. .ui.'. will probablr return borne without a 
single won) of comfort for his impatient and ner- 
vous King. 

At Naples, at Kome, and at Venice, every step 
(..iriluildi takes is watched willi t he greate-t in- 
terest, and the people are waiting with ill-con- 
strained impatience the moment of their own de- 
liverance. The revolutionary committees every- 
where are organizing to aid their great apostle of 
liliertv when he arrive., and at this moment there 
is no one who doubts that the delivery of all Italy- 
is rlose at hand. 

Yesterday Paris was given up to rejoicing in 
honor of the linal art of annexation of Savoy and 
Nice to F'rance. These provinces were formally 
taken possession nf yesterday by France, and the 
occasion was celebrated at Paris by- grand reli- 
gious and military ceremonies. A Te Ileum was 
sung at the Metropolitan I'atheilral of Notre 
I >.l me. A grand review tisik place at the Champ 
de Mar«. and iu the evening the w hole city wa- 
illuminated. The rev iew- niunliered fti.wal men, 
made up from the National I iuard the Imperial 
liuanl, and that part of the line in garrison at 
Paris. Tlie day was Iwautifuland tbewhole city, 
with its hundred thou-and strangers, turned out 
to see Ihe sight. The l.mpcn.r and F-mnrcss ar- 
rived at the Tuileries from Foiilaineblru at M 
o'clock: anil at half-past one his Majesty, surround- 
ed bv a brilliant suite, in whk-h were the Prince 
Napoleon, the I >uke nf Malakolf, t he Minister of 
War. Mar-hals Magnan Mad St. .lean d 'Angela-, 
ami several foreign olheers, started to the field, 
mounted on horsehack. aud in full uniform. The 
KaMMMj having at her side the tirand Dm hes- 
Maria of Russia, -i-ter of the Czar, followed after 
in an open carriage. 

The ICmperor was loudly cheered bv the soldiers 
on parade, especially by the National Ituanl, and 
every one seemed to le rejoiced at the great event 
w hich this celebration was intended to commemo- 
rate. The F.mperor him-elf -bowed a just and 
legitimate pride in this last and most important 
triumph over Ihe Kuropean combination of IMl.'i. 
for he was not only restoring to France hy peace- 
able means, and by a mere moral force, that 
which she then lost,' but he waa once more tear- 
ing to pieces and condemning to still deeper obliv- 
ion the i- 'liquet uf the Holy alliance. 

1 he F.inpr. -s returned to F'oiiLiinebleii last 
night to take care of her guests, but the F.utperor 
slept at the Tuileries. and this morning early left 
by a special train for Strasburg and lladeu Iliulen. 
to meet the Congress of (icriuan Princes which is 
to meet at the latter place nn Saturday and Sun- 
day. This meeting has given rise to whole col- 
umns of speculation in the foreign journal*, of 
every variety of color, but here in Paris it is 
-imply regarded as a stock-jobbing operation — in 
other word-, as a means to quiet the public mind 
almut a war on the Rhine, and to giv e more con- 
lidence to business men. It is lianlly pnsuible 
that it will prove anything more t lian a friendly 
talk.in which the sovereigns will assure each 
other of their entire friendship, and of their pacific 
intent ions, w hich will last till aa»me cause for a 
quarrel arise*.

sources 

We must first remark that well-kept, good 
conditi.ined (Mock, unlike thoac which are lean. 
(«n readily he fattened at any sa-aaon of the 
year by extra feeding, and generally with 
profit. Lean cattle are not readily started in 
growth — they cannot he fed high with safetv 
or conomy They must la- fed modcratelr at 
first, and at tin nnst favorable at-ason of the 
rear, to gain in size and weight with the small- 
est amount of grain and care. 

A well-known *tork -feeder nays: "No far- 
mer onght tn hay k"an rattle to fatten in win- 
ter. They should be fair beef to begin with." 
Bat while stork are kept in the war a large 
mafontv of fanners keep them, plentv- of lean 
caitlemusthe fed for heef . if not proliuldv, 
then unprofitable. That it would he Iwiu-r 
for iIk- farm and the fanner to keep all stock 
at all time* in fair order, can scarrelr be ques- 
tioned. Tbeir value would he double what it 
now i«. at no real increase in expense of keep- 
ing. We trust the improvcnK-nt now manitot 
in thi* respect will go on until good keeping

In one of mv loitering* among the monuments 
that hallow and leautify wclrM-reaiowned West- 
minster A I .ley. the thought (4* tbe stem old 'Tro- 
tectur" so wmught U|*<n mv fancy that I at oaace 
determined tn glean all tint I could relative to 
the final di-|nn.iiion of his remains. 

N'earlv two hundred years have mlled away 
since the death of Oliver Cromwell. Changeful 
as were his fortunes in life, the vicissitudes which 
befel hh earthly remains were not less striking 
When death struck down the renowned champion 
of ecclesiastical right and religious lilerty, hi* 
bndv was emlmlmed ami interred with great pomp 
in WMMMaaM Abley. After the reetorata.n of 
the Stuarts it was disinterred, agrreablv lo a sen- 
tence which will forever blacken that kingly- 
name, ami ignomioously suspended at Tyburn. 
The head was then cut' off. a pike- staff thrust 
through it. Mat, with tho-e of the noble Ireton ami 
Hrad-h.iw. it w»s placed ou the outer wall of 
Westminster Hall. Yea's and years it remained 
there, exposed to the elements and the jile* of an 
ignoble dynasty, until at last nature, kimler than 
man, tinned the gra.-p of inm, and the skull rolled 
into the parapet of the hall. As soon aa it was 
missed a seanh was instituted fur it. but without 
success, and few of all that people the vast me- 
tropolis have any idea that it i* still in existence. 
Yet such i- actually Ihe fact. 

lie skull was perceived bv a sentinel in hi 
n ni mis. who instantly secreted it under his cloak, 
and conveved it home, where he kept it carefullv 
concealed 'until his death. The widow then oua- 
veyed it to the Cambridge MMMM family, who 
gave her the sum of two hundred pound.* for it. 
In this line il remained until a meml*r of tbe 
familv. who. thn.ugh extravagance, had become 
involved, sold it te the grandfather uf the present 
pmprietor. the Hon. Mr. Wilkinson. By him it 
is guanled as a sacred relic, leing until recently 
secreted enlirelv, and even now but rar ' 
hibited. 

That it is the veritable head of Cnitnwell there 

is MMM of prnof. Humors of its existence 
were rife in lamdon half a century ago. and able 
articles were written in support of the lelief at 
the lime, but not until MMM*, from prudential 
reason-, ha- the f.n t lei-n made |mtcnt. lle-i les 
Ihe documentary evMleuce, ami oral testimony of 
the pirties directly concerned in its preservation, 
there is -ufficient internal evidence to convince 
themoetskeptic.il. In size nf brain, in contour 
of features, ami in general appearance, there is a 
sttikiug similarity to all the busts and portraits 
extant of the "Protector." Maxman. the emi- 
nent sculptor, has carefully examini d it. and un- 
hesitatingly pronounced it genuine. The chief 
marks of ideiitilicatkn)! are a large wart on the 
right evebrow. the stnmglv nnrk.sl chin, ami the 
end of "thebn.ken inm pike, which has rnsled 
deep in the >kull. 

Having fm:n \ tri<>u- sources gleaned tbe alwive 
information, and being do-imnsnf seeing the cen- 
tury-guarded relic. I obtained a note stating mv 
object, and yesterday nde out to the resklence of 
the Hon. Mr. Wilkinson, at Hnmley. Kent, nea 
the meimpolis. 

Being -hown into the drawing-room, a Udy in 
the prime of life, and of elegant person, soon 
made her appearance. It was the accomplished 

'laughter of Mr. W. ., in whose care the relic 

has long leen confided. With the manners uf the 
true gentle-woman she readilv- granted my re- 
quest as soon as it was made known, the more 
especially as the stranger was an American. 

Soon a" large wooden l«x was brought into the 
apartment and opened. Knclnsed in it waa a much 
| smaller one of mahogaiiv, with heavy bras* 
hinges. Lifting il carefully out, two or three 
covering* of ck.lh and silk were successively re-

displayed the veritable head of (diver Cromwell. 

Deep and varied were mv emotions w hen thai 
renowned head was lirst disclosed to mv view. I 
could scarcely realize that I was imbed pizing on 
the brain that had once leen so mighty in intel- 
lect, so stupendous in power. As vi-km after vis- 
ion of the -tern Puritan's eventful life mm liefore 
me, I stmnl transfixed in a w hirl of thuughl. Kor 
a moment — a moment onlv — I dared to grasp the 
sacred relic ill mv hand, then laving it rererenMv 
down, I turned away fn>m the head of Cromwell. 

r'rom leing emlulmed the tiesh is in a drv, 
shrivelled stale, but the features are remarkaUv 
distitict, aud the .lark hair is as natural as life. 
The huge wart on the right ryehmw is plainlv 
vi-ilile, and the end of the inm "pike i- all rusted 
with exposure to the elements, only a couple of 
iiiche- remaining a ove the skull. ' Altogether 
this intere«ting memorial of a by-gone century is 
iu an excellent state nf preservation, snd so file- 
like arc the features thai there i- little in them 
that is hideous or repulsive. In gazing nn tbem 
I thought I could see the MMMn »f Ihe 
restless leing in the silent liueamenla, ami I ciHikl 
not avoid fea ling that I was indeed reading a 
striking o.mnientarv on the littleness of all earth- 
lv greatness.
